WASHINGTON, July 17 (UP) 


~—President Sesodliower called | 


on Republican congressional 
leaders today to make a last- 


ditch effort to revive the big ” 


school construction bill which 
was voted down recently in the 
House. 


Senate Republican Leader 
William F. Knowland of Cali- 
fornia and House Leader Jo- 
seph W. Martin Jr. of Massa- 
chusetts both told the Presi- 
dent they would make the at- 
tempt. But they said chances 
for success were “slim” in view 
ofsa drive to acjoura Congress 
late next week. 

The President spent more 
than an hour going over the 
legislative situation with rank- 
ing Republicans of the House 
and Senate, exploring what 
could be done to speed up ac- 
tion on Administration-favored 
legislation in the waning days 
of Congress 

Hopeful on Postal Bill. 

Mr. Eisenhower, according to 
the leaders; was still hopeful 
that a measure to increase 
postal rates, the subject of hear- 
ings before the Senate Post Of- 
fice Committee this week, 
would be acted on at this ses- 
sion. The House has approved 
the mail rate increases. 

On the schoo) bill, Knowland 
said what the President wants 
is legislation to help build more 
schools in needy states and 
areas “rather than a pork bar- 
rel bill spread out aH over the 
country.’ 

Knowland said Mr. Eisen- 
hower wanted the Federal Gov- 
ernment to be in a supple- 
mentary position to provide ,s- 
sistance in building new schools 
in areas unable to finance .con- 
struction independently. 

The bill defeated by the 
House would authorize a fed- 
eral expenditure of $1,600,000,- 
000 for school construction over 
a four-year period. It was re- 
jected in the House in a fight 
over segregation, but the Ad- 
ministration hopes to revive 1! 
in the Senate and push it 
through Congress before, it 
adjourns. 

50-50 Basis Maintained. 


Before finally voting down 
the school aid bill, the House 
rejected an Administration- 
backed proposal in which 
wealthy states would have to 
put up more money than poo! 
states to receive Federal aid 
This left standing a provision 
by which al] states would match 
Federal funds on a 50-50 basis 


Knowland said he told the 
President he would be “less 
than frank’ if he did not tell 


him Yhat revival of the school 
bill at this late stage was more 
than “a long shot.” 

“It’s pretty doubtful.” Martin 
said. “although the President 
is very anxious to have it If 
we're going to get out next 
week, 1 would say the chances 
are pretty slim.’ 

The President also discussed 
with the leadership his desire 
to have Congress pass a foreign 
aid appropriation much nearer 
to the requested Administration 
figure than approved by the 
House 

Knokland said the foreign aid 
appropriation would have to go 
to House-Senate conference and 
he hoped the conference would 
come up with a figure close to 
the original figure approved by 
the Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee. 

Amounts Voted. 

The Senate committee recom- 
mended an appropriation oi tour 
hillion. $900,000,000 short of the 
President’s original request. The 
House has voted only $3,400,- 
000.000,

17 (AP) — The Marine Corps 
was ordered today to let 
defense in the trial of 
Sgi. Matthew C. McKeon see 
the results of an opinion’ poll 
of 27,000 Marines on how best 
to train fighting men. 

McKeon is the drill instructor 
Who led six recruits to their 
deaths by drowning in a tidal 
marshiand last April 8 


The defense argued that the 
poll should be made available 
on the grounds that it would 
serve in some measure to ex- 
plain MecKeon’s activities on 
that fatal night Heretotore 
the Marines, through Navy 
Secretary Charles S. Thomas, 
have declined to let Defense 
Attorney Emile Zola Berman 
of New York see the question- 
naires on the grounds that they 
had no bearing on the case 

Navy Capt. Irving N. Klein. 
law officer at the court-martial, 
directed the Navy and the Ma- 
rines to make the quvuestion- 
naires available. Klein said 
the study “may be pertinent’ 
to the trial of McKeon 

Maj. Charles B. Sevier of 
Jacksonville Ii! prosecuto! 
told Klein he already had ar- 
ranged with headquarters of 
the Marine Corps at Washing- 
ton to let the defense inspect 
the files and also see the Ma- 
rines’ analysis of the poll 

Sevier also said that yester- 
day's request for the names ofl 
all Marines discharged from 
Parris Island since Jan. 1 would 
likewise be made available to 
the defense 

McKeon is charged spe- 
cificially with involuntary man- 
slaughter, oppression of recruits 
and drinking on duty.

Fitzgerald accompanied him to 
the conference with the state's 
attorney. 

Coutrakon said he expects 
Hodge to return tomorrow and 
“sign a complete statement. | 
assume he will answer all ques- 
tions.’ 

The state's attorney said in 
response to questions that Hodge 
and his attorney had made ‘no 
admission of any kind” during 
the conference. 

Asked if the former 
arrest was likely 
Coutrakon said, “I can tell bet- 
ter tomorrow.” He said he did 
not know whether the expected

INSPECTOR CITES 
MANY REPORTS 

MISCONDUCT 
BY LT. JOSEPH 


Calls Them Sufficient | 


to Justify 


Toward Dismissal 
and Preferring of 
Charges. 


Police Inspector James F 
Thompson found many reported 
instances of misconduct against 
Lt. Jake Joseph sufficient to 
justify action toward his dis- 
missal, Thompson said in his re- 
port on which the Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners based its 
suspension of Joseph yesterday. 

Thompson, whose report, was 
submitted to the board June 30, 
said these instances “would 
constitute valid reasons for the 
preferring of charges’ against 
Joseph, former head of the po- 
lice morality squad. 

Joseph, who has denied the 
accusations, declined to com- 
ment today on Thompson's re- 
port or the board's action. 

Excerpts From Report. 

Excerpts from the inspector's 
report summarizing his _ find- 
ings against Joseph follow 

‘The lieutenant is named, not 


by one; but by several known 
prostitutes as having received 
bribery money to permit them 
to conduct prostitution. He is 
accused by Ethel Clift, Grace 
Cavitt, Loretta. Martin, Doris 


Skornia and Maxine Keenard. 
In addition there is the corrob- 


orating. testimony of Pauline 
Cloin relating to his actions 
with June Lytz 

“The fact. that all these 


women accuse the lieutenant 1s 
damaging enough, but in addi- 
tion they have knowledge of his 
personal affairs that could only 


show intimate association with 
him and it lends credence to 
their accusations. The accusa- 
tion of perhaps one or two 
women, alone and unsupported, 
could conceivably be disre- 
sarded—the sheer weight of 


numbers of his accusers cannot 


be ignored. 

‘Witness Pauline Cloin states 
that in 1954 she saw Joseph 
receive money from June Lytz 
on five or six occasions, the 
last time being just betore 
Christmas of that year 

“Witness Ethel Clift States 
that she paid Lt. Joseph the 


sum of $25 monthly while she 
operated a brothel on Chouteau 
avenue. In connection with this 
witness she is also in possession 
of knowledge of the lieytenant's 
personal affairs in that she 
states he called her on the tele- 
phone in February 0! March ot 
1955 in an attempt to get $50. 
telling her that he was having 
income tax trouble 

“Witness Loretta Martin cor- 
robates the statement of Ethel 
Clift. stating that she was work- 
ing for Ethel Clift on Chou- 
teau avenue and she would see 
Clift put money in an envelope 


and take it to Jake Joseph. She 
states that she would give Jo- 
seph this money around the 
corner from the building, that 
she never actually saw the 
money pass from Clift to Jo- 
seph but, looking out the win- 
dow. would see Joseph standing 


there. Witness Martin turthe 
states that she was there at the 
Choute2au avenue address when 
Lt. Joseph would cail frequent- 
lv and talk to Ethel Clift and 
that on one occasion he called 
and told them all to get out 
and they did. Ethel Clift alone 
remaining. Shortly thereafter 
the police arrived and arrested 
Clift 

“Witness Skornia makes the 
accusation that she paid Lt 
Joseph small sums almost night- 
ly in order to avoid arrest and 
be permitted to ply her avoca- 
tion as a prostitute along Broad- 
wav bars 

‘Frequent Visitor.’ 

“Witness Keenard states that 
Lt. Joseph was a frequent visi- 
tor at the bath house operated 
by June Lytz and that he would 
engage im conversation with 
June Lytz No arrests were 
made on these visits 

‘Apart from the statements of 
the prostitutes, which are very 
damaging in themselves, there 
is the matter of his income tax 
difficulties with jhe Bureau of 
Internal Revenue. Here is a 
police officer paying an as- 
sess@d penalty for unreported 
income. The income tax people, 
while dissatisfied with his ex- 
planation, accepted it. The lieu- 
tenant's explanation is extreme-

Are Covering Up Budget Facts 


WASHINGTON. 


h LL SORTS of theories have been put forward to justify the 


heavy reductions 


in the armed forces which have been 


proposed by Secretary of Defense Charles Wilson and Adm. 
Arthur Radford, chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. But there 
is hardly an informed man in the Pentagon who has the slightest 
private doubt that the theories are just so much camouflage 


for the following facts. 


The Eisenhower Administra- 
tion came to power committed 
to lower taxes and a balanced 
budget Both laudable objec- 
tives have been achieved, large- 
ly thanks to the “new.look” at 
defense policy, which has per- 
mitted sharp reductions in pre- 
viously planned defense levels. 

Even the “new look,” how- 
ever, would not have permitted 
a balanced budget for the cur- 
rent fiscal year if it had not 
been for an artificial process of 
“one shot” defense reductions. 
For the current fiscal year the 
armed services were told, in ef- 
fect, to live off their capital in 
order to permit a balanced 
budget 

Artificial Spending. 

But it is not possible to live 
off capital forever. On the con- 
trary, articifially low defense 
spending for one fiscal year 
spells artificially high defense 
spending for the next. More- 
over, certain military hardware 


—like the B-52 heavy bomber— | 


is reaching the stage where it 
must be bought and paid for. 
Thus the Administration's fiscal 
chickens are suddenly coming 
home to roost, 

The powers that be in the 
Administration have been 
shocked by the size of these un- 
welcome birds. For example, in 
order to maintain the agreed- 
upon force levels for the Air 
Force ‘which many air officers, 
like Gen. Curtis LeMay, con- 
sider already grossiy inade- 
quate) it will be necessary to 
increase Air Force spending a 
cool six billion dollars in the 
next fiscal year. 

Similarly, the artificial sav- 


{ngs for the other two services , 


must also be made up in the 
next fiscal year. Preliminary 


(estimates by the services have 


put the over-all increase in the 
neighborhood of 12 billion dol- 
lars. Final and official esti- 
mates must be submitted to 
Secretary Wilson by Oct. 1. 


Upset for Budget. 


Any such increase would of 
course knoek the budget for the 
next fiscal year into a cocked 
hat. It would also knock into a 
cocked hat the Administration's 
budget-balancing boasts, which 
are counted on heavily as cam- 
paign material for this election 
year. 

Wilson has thus ordered that 
defense estimates for the next 
fiscal vear be held down to 
about the current level. or at 
most only a billion or so more. 
Because the current level is 
artificial, there is only one way 
that this can be done. other 
than by abandoning the 137- 
wing Air Force program, to 
which the Administration is ab- 
solutely committed. 

It can only be done by the 
kind of sharp reduction in mili- 
tary manpower which Wilson 
and Radford have been propos- 
ing to the dismayed Joint 
Chiefs. It is well to understand 
what a cut in manpower of 
500,000 to 800,000 men would 
mean. 

It would mean a large scale 


withdrawal of American forces - 


from.Europe. which would drive 
the last nail into NATO's cof- | 
fin. In a large sense, it would | 
also mean that the United 
States had passed the point of 
no return in total: dependence 
on the Strategic Air Command's 
ability to deliver hydrogen 
bombs to enemy targets.

The French are certainly not the 
underdog in this case—and all the 
world knows it—for they themselves 
boast of the fact that they are crush- 
ing the Algerians with half a mil- 
lion fully equipped troops. Yet the 
United States is aiding France in its 
fight against the struggle of a rising 
people to determine their own des- 
tiny. . 
In the military field the American 
- Government is supplying the French 

forces with arms, including helicop- 
ters which are used to hunt the Al- 
gerian nationalists in the mountains. 

According to the French press, the 
‘French ,aircraft carrier, Dixmude, is 

shuttling between Norfolk, Va., and 
Algiers with shipments of American 
planes and helicopters. 

And in the United Nations, the 
United States has consistently re- 
jected the plea of an embattled peo- 

le for a hearing on their case by 

e world organization. 

This moral and military support 
of the French colonialist stand_can 
only help to arouse anti-American 
sentiment in North Africa and the 
rest of therAfro-Asian countries. 

If the French were to succeed in 
their war of reconquest, thanks to 
United States military aid, then the 
American people would stand guilty 
of enslaving a people who are now 
paying a heavy toll of lives to achieve 
their liberty. 

But if the French fail, as they 
surely will, then United States sup- 
port will only mean a tragic contri- 
bution to unnecessary bloodshed suf- 
fered by a people who were among 
the first to recognize the independ- 
ence of the United States of America.

The Illinois Scandals 


It is a long time since there have been scan- 


dais in public funds, anywhere in the country of. 


such proportions as those now ‘rocking the Re- 
publican State Administration in Illinois, Con- 
sider these facts: 

In November, 1952, Orville E. Hodge of Gran- 
ite City is the second biggest vote getter on the 
s.ccessful Népublicen ticket, Runhing for State 
Auditor, he outpolls Gov. Stratton, 2,336,000 
to 2,317,000. Then “on his record” and as 
the “most popular” member of “the Stratton 
team,” Orville Hodge is renominated to succeed 
himself—renominated without opposition. 

In July, 1956, this same Orville E. Hodge is 
the center of scandals so deep and so far-reach- 
ing that he shakenly resigns his office under 
fire. He also withdraws from the Republican 
ticket as a candidate for re-election. His com- 
ment to the press is: “I'm beat, fellows, but I 
didn't kifi anybody, did I?” 

No, Orville Hodge did not kill anybody. 

All he did was to involve the State Auditor's 
office—the one office in the State of Illinois 
that should be cleaner than all the others—in 
ramifying state check scandals that already have 
tetaled more than $500,000. 

All he did was to become the center of dis- 
closures so offensive to public morals that the 
prospéct was he would drag the entire Stratton 
ticket down to defeat in November—something 
which he may very well still do. 

All he did was to produce a political situation 
so hot that there was no possibility of riding it 
out as Republican Gov. Dwight H. Green tried 
to do when high-level payoffs and numerous 
other financial scandals overwhelmed the Green 
Administration eight years ago. 

Yet even this time the immediate reaction 
among Hodge’s running mates was to wait and 
see if it all would not blow over. For the first 
disclosures came two months ago and it is only 
within the last few days that Gov. Stratton 
acted publicly to save the threatened ship. 

Why did Gov. Stratton and Attorney General 
Latham Castle wait so long? 

Could they not find out for themselves what 
the newspaper men were digging out? 

Actually did they not know about it before 
the scandals broke upon the public? 

For how could they not have known when 
s0 many others were in on the racket by which 
big state checks were made out to individuals 
and firms and then cashed for agents of the 
State Auditor's office? 

A grand jury is already at work and other 
investigations—12 separate ones by a recent 
count—are in process. Orville E. Hodge, second 
high man on the G.O.P. state ticket four years 
ago, will answer under the law as will Edward 
A. Hintz, former officer of the Illinois Bankers 
Association, who is the resigned president of the 
Southmoor Bank which “paid” so many of the 
checks apparently with full knowledge of what 
was going on. 

But the feeling must be general over Llinois 
that this is only the sign of other things to 
come. There is much else to look into, includ- 
ing, for example, the full facts about the Strat- 
ton toll road program and sale of $415,000,000 
in bonds — the largest public bond issue in 
history outside the Federal Government. 

Investigators and grand Jurtes and prosecut- 
ing officials ought to have .a busy time in Illi- 
nois for the next few months. And the people 
of Lincoln's state mught to be learning a lot 
more about how their State Government has 
been run for them during the last four years.

Bald and bespectacled, he was a:small, wiry 
man with a mustache, a briefcase and the quick, 
sure step of a fellow who knew where he was 
going. Look at him and you saw the embodiment 
of John Q. Public about whose ups and downs 
he wrote what must have been millions of words. 

At the Post-Dispatch we knew him frespect- 
fully as “Mr. Bee,” long since the dean of the 
staff with more than 60 years of active service 
on this newspaper. He was not stand-offish and 
he thoroughly enjoyed a good laugh, but he 
was no waster of time—his own or anyone else's 
On the outside he was F. A. Behymer whose 
byline proved that he would cover anything and 
anybody and anywhere, 

When he reached his golden anniversary year 
in newspaper work, he went out to interview 
himself. “Mr. Bee,” the reporter, found himself 
hoeing away among his flowers on a tree-lined 
street in Lebanon, Ill., near McKendree College 
which he loved and served. The gardener was 
unco-operative to the point of crustiness and 
not at all pleased with being interrupted by the 
reporter from the big city paper. But the re- 
porter persisted and finally persuaded himself 
to unbend. Out of it came an interview with 
himself as only “Mr. Bee” could write. 

“Cornfield journalism.” That was what his 
stories of murders and feuds in Missouri, Illi- 
nois, Arkansas, Kentucky and Tennessee were 
sometimes called. The designation should have 
been intended as a compliment. For his was the 
earthy, human writing that recorded the heart- 
beats of the men and women and children who 
really make up America. If everyone to whom 
he took flowers over a half century returned 
them now he would rest in a far-spreading gar- 


den of color and fragrance and kindly good cheer.

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Summer Job 

In New Jersey, Gov. Meyner has just signed 
a bill to relax the state’s child labor laws in 
order to permit minors to act in summer thea- 
ters, under certain safeguards. This is only one 
of many ways in which officials and citizens 
concerned over juvenile delinquency are seek- 
ing to line up vacation and part-time jobs for 
youngsters. Nationally, only a third of the 
nation’s 9,000,000 young people from 14 through 
17 get summer jobs. 

Director J. Edgar Hoover of the FBI says 
summer vacation is a critical period. It can 
either curb or promote young crime. The Sen 
ate subcommittee on juvenile deliquency, for 
which Senator Hennings of St. Louis recently 
conducted hearings here, has “viewed with 
alarm” the lack of job openings for teen-agers, 
calling it a contributing factor in juvenile crime, 

Nationally, the National Child Labor Com- 
mittee is campaigning to get valuable work 
experience tor young people at the same tifhe 
that they are protected by the child labor 
lawsgfrom dangerous or unsuitable work. Com- 
munity canvasses to line up jobs for teen-agers 
have been conducted in Cincinnati, Wichita 
Falls, Tex., Mason City, Ia., Berkeley, Mich. and 
New York City, Their sponsors ‘have been 
organizations as varied as a state employment 
commission, a Jewish vocational service, a 
board of education, a state college, a junior 
chamber of tommerce, a police athietic league 
and a parentteacher association. 

In St. Louis and its suburban communities as 
wep as in those other places there must be 
many boys and girls who would like to work 
during summer vacation but are unable to find 
jobs. Here is an opportunity ready-made for 


organizations which really want to do something 
about the problem. Work would help keep 
youngsters out of mischief, but it would also 
do far more. It would give that sense of useful- 
ness which is so necessary to the individual. 
It would provide a preparation for life which 
can bg gained in no other way. 
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First Music, Now Painting 

Are the Americans and the Russians switch- 
ing roles? That, question is bound to cross Euro 
pean and Asian minds as the new Soviet regime 
repartedly permits a growing degree of artistic 
and cultural freedom, while the United States 
officially seems to be imposing political tests 
where only artistic standards, in a free society, 
ought to apply. 

The latest incident along this line makes a 
suitable companion piece to the recent cancella- 
tion of a tour by the Symphony of the Air be- 
cause some of the. orchestra members were 
feared to have had some past association with 
subversive organizations, 


» Under sponsorship of the United States Infor- 


mation Agency, sevéral. leading art institutions 
cooperated in collecting a traveling show of 
100 modern American paintings, to be sent 
abroad. When the paintings began to arrive in 
New York, however, the U.S.1.A. informed the 
American Federation of Arts, which had under- 
taken to supervise the project, that 10 of the 
painters represented were unacceptable—for po- 
litical reasons, according to The New York Times. 

Greatly to its credit, the federation declined 
to go along. Its trustees have formally ex- 
pressed its point of view that art “should be 
judged on its merits as a work of art and not 
by the political or social views of the artist.” 
The federation, therefore, refuses to participate 
in the show if U.S.A. bars any painters. U.S.1.A., 
at latest report, was hunting for a new sponsor 
who would’ take’ over the show on its terms. 
These apparently mean that any painter who 
ever was accused of subversive tendencies should 
be excluded, irrespective of his painting quality. 

The tiresome incident is not, as any American 
knows, an effort to impose political censorship 
on art. U.S.LA. would not know how to censor 
art if it wanted to. The explanation is much 
more simple and, in some ways, more contempti- 
ble. It is just that U.S.1.A. is afraid that some 
member of Congress will attack it if it sponsors 
a show in which some not quite politically re- 
spectable painter is represented. 

But what is a non-American to think when 
he hears that U.S.1.A. is imposing a political 
test on art which even the Russians now seem 
to be relaxing? 
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Sell Low, Then Buy High 

At first blush it would. seem that Senate in- 
vestigators were knocking on the wrong door 
when they asked Secretary of Defénse Charles 
E. Wilson to gather the quartermasters of the 
armed services about him and “re-emphasize 
the absolute necessity for frugality in household 
management.” But the results of eight months 
of investigation by the Senate Preparedness sub- 
committee indicate that the members knew what 
they were doing. 

Their report listed 32 major cases in which * 
the military establishment “has been guilty of 
selling property as surplus and then turning 
around and buying new.” For instance, the Pen- 
tagon sold 23,000,000 wooden picnic spoons and 
forks at giveaway prices while another agency 
was buying them under new contracts. Similar 
deals involved road rollers, hacksaw blades, leg- 
gings, pots and pans, hypodermic needles and 
other items. The Air Force sold 28,900 unused 
pairs of “mitten shells” for $8670, although they 
had cost $94,792, and was about to buy identical 
replacements when halted by the subcommittee. 

All of which may cause some persons to won- 
det how Secretary Wilson, who established a 
great reputation as a production genius at Gen- 
eral Motors, ever succeeded in establishing an- 
other reputation as a Pentagon ecq@nomizer.

$160,000,000 More to Balance 

In these days when a penny saved is a pat on 
the back at Washington, it is perhaps worth 
while noting that the Government stands a 
chance of dropping $160,000.000 in two years on 
one little transaction—and why. 

The transaction is the leasing of offshore oll 
lands, The reason for the possible loss is legal 
confusion which the Government itself induced. 
In the Submerged Lands Act of 1953 state and 
federal jurisdictions. over offshore areas were 
muddled. 

The State of Louisiana has exploited the con- 
fusion to the detriment—and dismay—of the 
Federal Government. It has challenged Federal 
jurisdiction over lands put up for leasing. The 
United States Treasury was out $30,000,000 last 
fiscal year it should Imave earned from leases 
which the dispute obstructed. It stands to lose 
$130,000,000 more this’ fiscal’ year if the Su- 
preme Court decides for Louisiana 

And all over a gratuitous conflict which could 
not have come about but for one unwise piece 
of legislation’

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A World ‘Ever-Normal’ Granary 

Just when Congres# is balky about foreign 
aid and “the three witemen” are having their 
troubles about transforming NATO, a group of 
West German economists advances a provorc- 
ative suggestion for the help of socaliéd under- 
developed countries. “* . 

The Germans assume with logic that a stable 
export market for the products of these coun- 
tries is highly desirable. It would assure them 
a steady income to be devated, according to 
their own designs,.to raising their living stand- 
ards. While not contemplating the end of Point 
Four programs, the plan would make these peo 
ple less dependent on grants from abroad. 

The Germans would provide this stable raw 

materials market by establishing an interna- 
tional fund which would start buying whenever 
demand fell below normal. They say it would 
cost the Western nations less than they are now 
devoting to foreign aid and would give them, 
according to their contributions, stockpiles of 
raw materials. 
, There.is a touch of the “ever normal” granary 
in this proposal. But it is worth exploring, espe- 
cially because it promises help with a minimum 
demand on the self respect and independence of 
its beneficiaries.

The distinguishing characteristic of a 
true Southerner’s speech is the neg- 
lected R. 
“Hawvawd"™ accents. 

In Germany, poets and philologists 
have long been obsessed with the letter 
R. Ity 1788 Gottlob Wilhelm Burmann 
wrote 30 poems without utilizing the 
R (Gecichte obne den Buchstaben R). 
In his preface, the author referred to 
the poems as -trifles that would not be 
appreciated by most readers, but ex- 
plained that he was striving to express 
the German language more softly than 
was customary. He knew of no other 
way of aceomplishing such a feat than 
to avoid the guttural sound. 

Proponents of the letter R frequently 
assert that it is the most beautiful 
sounding letter of all and perhaps the 
most important co It is gener- 
‘ally admitted, however, that it is the 
most difficult letter in the alphabet to 
produce.

Rough Going in Far North 
PEMMICAN, by Vardis Fisher, (Doubledey & Co., 

319 pgs, $3.95.) 

Mr. Fisher has written a strong, 
though sensational novel based on the 
early nineteenth century conflict be- 
tween the Hudson’s Bay Company and 
the North West Company for possession 
of the vast fur empire of the Pacific 
Northwest. In the fierce competition 
the traders whose posts stood side by 
side led a cat-and-dog existence in which 
principles of honesty and fair play had 
no part. 

David McDonald, handsome young 
Scotsman, was chief trader for a Hud- 
son's Bay trading post. He knew the 
land, the animals, the Indians—espe- 
cially the crafty and rum-thirsty Black- 
feet. But who was 
the beautiful white 
girl who moved so 
gracefully among 
the ugly squaws? 
David determined 
to find out and was 
sure of one thing, 
that he would never 
know peace again 
until he possessed 


The story of 
David's conquest of 
this wild girl is 
woven around the 
historic struggle for 
supremacy between 
the rival fur companies. It is not a 
pretty tale, nor is it for the squeamish. 
Some of the ingredients include a 
fierce blizzard, a buffalo stampede, the 
déath march of men lost in the wintry 
wilderness and the treachery and un- 
speakable brutality of the Blackfeet. 

Most of the author's descriptions of 
the country, the Indians and the 
Struggle for supremacy itself, are vividly 
portrayed, but his characterizations do 
not have the same vitality. Take David, 
for instance—big, dumb David. Con- 
sidering the rugged life he had led 
for eight years in the hard Northwest 
country and the hard characters of the 
other men around him, would he have 
retained his sensitivity to the actions 
and feelings of others to the extent the 
author has him doing in this book? 
And Sunday, the Indian girl who turned 
out to be white. Could she hate David 
with such intensity for so long a time 
and then so completely and so sud- 
denly surrender to the man? Were the 
Indians as dirty and repulsive as the 
author has portrayed them? 

Whatever meanings Mr. Fisher is try- 
ing to convey, whatever moods he is 
trying to create, his use of one syllable 
expletives, interspersed throughout his 
otherwise fine writing, is certainly out 
of character and not commendable. He 
does evoke some of the natural drama 
that surrounded the fur trade, however, 
and he has injected into his story some 
interesting comment on Indian mores.

Irving Fishman, collector of 
customs at the Port of New 
York, testified here before a 
House ommittee on un- 
American activities. Represen- 
‘tative Walter (Dem.), Pennsyl-

| (Rep.), Illinois, and Represen- 
tative Scherer (Rep.), Ohio, 
| heard the testimony in connec- 


vestigation of Communist prop- 
aganda being directed at this 
country. 


Under questioning by com- 
mittee councel Richard Ahrens, 
Fishman said his agency’s bfief 
investigation disclosed that 
there was a flood of unlabeled 
Communist propaganda coming 
into the United States from 
abroad. 


Brief Investigation. 


He said the more than 100,- 
000 figure was not near the 
total amount since the investi- 
gation by customs and post- 
office department was very 
brief. 

Fishman said also that under 
the law, the post office was 
not allowed to open first class 
mail in which the great ma- 
jority of propaganda is sent. 
Fishman’s testimony reflected 
reports here last May that for- 
eign-born’ residentS of Phila- 
delwhia were being bombarded 
with mail exhorting them to 
show their patriotism by re- 
tuining to their homeland.

G some reat ait AND STEPFATHERS have te face 


ED GARDNER 
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some real difficulties that the rest of us escape. Plenty 
of them will tell you so. They are among the frequent 
correspondents who appeal to me for help. But here is a 
woman who does not rec- 
ognize any problems, 
Mrs. Y. protests: “I 
don't know why. you try 
to make it appear that 
stepmothers are going to 
have so much trouble in a 
new home. Real parents 
have trouble, too. Both 
are parents and the step- 
parent, foster parent or 
adoptive parent has no 
different problems from 
PB o., the real parént.”

I have space to list only four difficulties that are 
unknown to the real parent. 


1. You have to face it and try to live down 
the stereotype of the “wicked stepmother.”

2. You have no background for handling the 
children. If you gave birth to them, you know a 
good deal about their ancestry, at least on your 
own side, and their history from the day of birth. 
If you acquire them when they are, say, five 
years old, you are ignorant of everything that 
happened to them in those five years so im- 
portant in the formation of their personalities. 


3. You have no rights with regard to them. 
They will probably tell you so. Many a step- 
mother has turned away in tears when the young- 
ster tells her defiantly, “You have no right to 
boss me around. You're not my mother.” 

' @ You have to make adjustments to a new 
husband at the same time you make adjustments 
to new children. Either one is a big enough job. 


Don't let anyone tell you that the stepparent has no 
problems. Fortunately, most of them do succeed. At any 
one time there are in the United States and Canada two 
or three million stepparents who are carrying on, and 
many a child owes almost everything to them. They really 
deserve more help than they get.

A ‘Pal’ for New, 


Juvenile Crime Rate Is Increasing 
But. Police Athletic League Helps 
To Keep It From Going Even Higher .

NEW YORK, July 17. 


ROBABLY the most ‘elaborate and extensive machinery ever 
Preerise to curb juvenile crime and prevent child delinquency 
is in operation at top efficiency in the five-borough metrop- 
olis of New York City, with its conglomerate population of 


about 8,000,000. 


But arrests of juvenile lawbreakers are increasing. 


Two 


out of every three crimes are perpetrated by youths under 21 
years of age. About 44 per cent of the total are committed 


by boys of 18 or younger. 


Arrests ‘of children under 16 


increased 9.4 per cent to 6578: last year with complaints of 
unlawful behavior rising 4.2 per cent to 24,182. 


It is uncertain, of course, 
whether these alarming statis- 
tics reflect entirely a mounting 
wave of delinquency or if they 
result in part from inereased 
police activity and, perhaps, the 
aftermath of an influx ef low- 
income families from other 
lands to this already crowded 
area. Whatever the reason, the 
evil has defied extermination 
like a poisonous weed. 


The nub of both law enforce- 
ment and preventive measures 
directed at controlling youthful 
crime is the Juvenile Aid Bur- 
reau of the New York City Po- 
lice Department, now in charge 
of Deputy Police Commissioner 
Aloysius J. Amelia, formerly a 
New York Assistant District At- 
torney. Amelia supervises the 
work of the famous Police Ath- 
letic League and its crime i 
vention program. 


It is difficult for an ecanil- 
zation or an individual to re- 
ceive acclaim for “preventing 
something.” There ‘exists no 
measuring stick whereby it can 
be estimated how much the 
program of the Police Athletic 
League, or PAL as it is known 
throughout the nation, has 
checked youthful wrong-doing. 
But most of its 100,000 mem- 
bers stay out of trouble. 

sponsoring an extensive 
chain of playgrounds, play 
streets, recreational centers and 
a summer camp for juveniles 
from 7 to 21 years of age, PAL 
has managed to divorce from 
the trouble-seeking gangs and 
“clubs” thousands of boys and 
girl who otherwise might be 
roaming the streets with one of 
the packs of law violators. 

This does not mean that 
every young member of PAL 
is an offender of even a po- 
tential offender. The organiza- 
tion is primarily for young resi- 
dents of neighborhoods which 
do not provide easy access to 
facilities for amusement and 
recreation. The early offender 
is directed by police to PAL, 
however, before it is too late. 

Although widely publicized 
as a police-sponsored organiza- 
tion, no department uniforms 
are seen at the centers. Many 
police officers, however, take 
part in the activities, which 
are conducted by professional 
civilian social service workers. 
Thus, the often prevalent hate 
and fear of “the cop” may be 
transformed to respect and 
even affection. 

Funds to finance PAL’s far- 
flung activities which embrace 
every conceivable type of sport, 
social, cultural and handicraft 
training and opportunities for 
excursions seldom offered by 
any organization established 
for more privileged youngsters, 
are—provided by public con- 
tribution. More than 200,000 
New Yorkers pay $1 annual 
dues for associate membership. 
There are substantial private 
donations. 

This partial solution of the 
problem of attracting the less 
fortunate youth of the city 
from the streets of slums and 
interstitial areas, where wealth 
and poverty are close neigh- 
bors, unhappily is not the cer- 
tain remedy, however, for the 
progressive disease of juvenile 
delinquency. The “vaccination” 
does not always take nor do 
all receive it. 

Police Capt. Joseph Molloy, 
executive officer of the Juven- 
ile Aid Bureau, has ‘no illu- 
sions that PAL has made un- 
necessary the need for swift 
and decisive action when law 
enforcement is indicated. He 
does not subscribe, however, to 
the antiquated police philoso- 
phy that there is “a lot of law 
in the end of a nightstick.” 

Crime prevention and re- 
habilitation of the juveniie 
transgressor are the chief ob- 
jectives of Molloy’s department. 
By New York State law, the 
JAB may use its discretion in 
dealing with the offender be- 
tween the ages of 7 and 15, 
unless the crime is murder, 
rape or another serious felony. 
At 16, disposition is in the 
hands of a judge. 

The statute has not kept the 
JAB from finding a method of 
dealing with relatively minor 
offenders in the troublesome 
16-to-21 age group in the effort 
to divert from the highway they 


are taking to the penitentiary. 
In this undertaking, every po-

Leaky Valves. 

CATTERED about the house 
S plumbing system are some 

little items called valves and 
the purpose of these valves is 
to close off the flow of water to 
the system at such times‘as is 
necessary. 

Valves aren't used much and 
people are likely to forget they 
exist. If you forget about them 
long enough they may start to 
leak around the stem right un- 
der the handle and if left alone 
this leak can do a good deal] of 
damage. 

You are likely to find two 
types of valves in the plumbing 
system. One is called a globe

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valve and the other is a gate 
valve. ‘They look pretty much 
alike on the outside but there | 
is a difference and one differ- 
ence is that with a gate valve 
it's usually necessary to close 
off the supply in the line at 
some farther point before you 
start to repack the valve. 

If you don't, you'll get wet. 
Globe valves won't do this but 
as you probably won't know 
which is which, better play safe 
and turn off the water to the 
line at some distant valve just 
the same. 

Once this is done you can go 
to work. First thing to do is 
unscrew the packing nut that 
sits on top of the valve and is 
under the handle. Remove the 
old wicking and then wind 
about the same amount of new 
wicking around the valve stem 
right under the nut. Be sure 
you wind the wicking around 
the valve stem in the same di- 
rection as the packing nut is 
turned to tighten. If you don’t, 
when you start to tighten the 
nut it will unwind the wicking. 

Once the wicking is in place, 
replace the packing nut and 
make it as tight as you can 
and still allow the valve stem 
to turn easily. If you run the 
nut on too tight you'll never 
be able to move the handle of 
the valve but if it’s too loose 
water will leak out around the 
nut. 

While you're at it, check the 
other ywlves in the system to be 
t they o— easily.
